REMARKS 

Through inadvertent error. Applicants referred to the amino acid "asparagine" instead of 
the correct amino acid "aspartic acid" when referring to fragmentation at aspartic acid-proline 
bonds. Both the application as filed and the issued patent describe fragmentation of reporter 
signal peptides at aspartic acid (Asp; D) proline (Pro; P) bonds (Asp-Pro bonds; DP bonds). See, 
for example, page 39, Unes 6-20 (especially lines 10, 13 and 17), page 149, lines 9-23 (especially 
lines 13, 16 and 20), page 212, lines 17-19, page 220, lines 1-2, page 225, lines 17-20, and page 
248, lines 30-32 of the application and from column 26, line 48, to column 27, line 2, from 
column 99, line 62, to colunrn 100, line 16, column 140, lines 19-23, column 145, lines 13-15, 
column 149, lines 19-23, and column 164, lines 62-65, of the patent. The requested changes are 
required as a result of errors upon the part of the Applicants. These errors were inadvertent, 
made in good faith, and do not involve changes in the patent so as to constitute new matter or to 
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require reexamination. Applicants believe that the error is of a clerical or typographical nature. 
Applicants therefore respectfully request issuance of a Certificate of Correction.
